Consumer loyalty is high, and 


both the stores and the manu- 
facturers are. worried that the 
housewife will switch to a com- 
petitor. 


"We try to take care of her as 


long as we can," Schroeder 
said. 
The comoany estimates that it 
may take 10 years to get house- 
wives to switch from its old 
starch to its new spray. 


"We use samples and coupons
